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Two parallel activities mark 
the fiscal year 1984-1985 at 
the National Film Board: the 
gradual implementation of our 
five-year Operational Plan 
designed to generate renewal 
at the Board, and the applica- 
tion of provisions to ensure 
that cinema continues to play 
a significant role in the cultural 
expression of our collective life. 

To guide us in this process, 
we have focused our resources 
and energies on objectives we 
consider to be of prime im- 
portance. 

First and foremost, we have 
developed a programming pro- 
cess for producing films that 
will respond more closely to 
the needs of Canadian men 
and women; 

Subsequently, we have con- 
centrated our efforts on in- 
creasing the number of films to 
be produced, through a re- 
evaluation and new way of ad- 
ministering NFB resources; 

Concurrently, we are working 
towards achieving a marked im- 
provement in communications 
with our diverse Canadian au- 
diences, and towards strength- 
ening the NFB’s presence in 
every corner of the country; 


Additionally, putting the ac- 
cent on new relationships to 
be developed with filmmakers 
in both the public and the in- 
dependent sectors, we have 
re-defined the role of the NFB 
in the present economic and 
cultural context; 

Lastly, we have stepped up 
our activities in such priority 
areas as research, up-grading 
and training in cinematography, 
and related technology. 

Our objectives and orienta- 
tions stem from the fact that 
there is a well established film 
industry in Canada, one that is 
growing yearly, in the public as 
well as the independent sector. 
These two sectors are increas- 
ingly being called upon to con- 
solidate and complement their 
efforts. 

The NFB’s chief mandate is 
to produce and distribute films 
that reflect the social and cul- 
tural preoccupations of Cana- 
dians, while respecting the 
distinctiveness of French- and 
English-speaking citizens. This 
approach allows the NFB to 
make a unique and original 
contribution to cinema, in 
Canada and elsewhere. While 
respecting its mandate, our in- 
stitution can make its resources 
available to filmmakers and the 
Canadian public.

As an institution where pro- 
duction and innovation have 
always been emphasized, it is 
entirely in keeping for the NFB 
to become a meeting place for 
cinematographic creativity, one 
where basic freedom of thought 
and expression are respected. 

These aims are described in 
the Operational Plan mentioned 
earlier. This Plan recognizes 
that cinema is a collective acti- 
vity; it contains clear provi- 
sions, some of which are al- 
ready being applied, aimed at 
increasing the number, quality 
and relevance of films pro- 
duced by NFB and indepen- 
dent filmmakers. 


In response to government 
recommendations concerning 
the national film and video 
policy, we have realigned cer- 
tain NFB programs which, des- 
pite their importance and signi- 
ficance, we believe fall outside 
the scope of our principal 
mandate.

English Production 


For English Production, the 
year 1984-1985 could not have 
had a better start. Flamenco at 
5:15, directed by Cynthia Scott 


Symansky, received an Oscar 
for best documentary under 


30 minutes from the Academy 
of Motion Picture Arts and 
Sciences on April 9, 1984, an 
achievement which can only 
add to the NFB’s growing in- 
ternational reputation. The film: 
which illustrates how this sen- 
sual dance is taught, also cap: 
tured four other awards, in- 
cluding a Golden Dragon awat 
at the International Short Film 
Festival in Cracow, Poland. 

Following this stimulating 
success, English Production 
continued with a full, rich year, 
producing a variety of films, 
especially documentaries. ; 

Many of the documentaries — 
broached controversial topics — 
which were already the subject 
of public debate. By providing - 
new and informed points of 
view on topics of social con- — 
cern, English Production was é 
significant catalyst in stimulatin 
open discussion of important 
and sensitive issues. 

One example is Abortion: 
Stories from North and South 
by Gail Singer, a cross-cultural 
look at the question of abortion 
and at women’s issues in gen- 
eral. The film also offers a his- 
torical survey of the patriarchal 
system underlying abortion pol 
icies. Singer’s work earned the 
Public Jury Award at the Inter-) 
national Film Festival in Nyon, 
Switzerland. 

Alanis Obomsawin’s /ncident 
at Restigouche is a documen- | 
tary on problems surrounding 
native people’s rights. It deals — 
with the fishing rights conflict 
between the Quebec govern- 
ment and Indians from the 
Restigouche Reserve, and 
reveals the circumstances and 
consequences of two raids on | 
the reserve by the Quebec 
Provincial Police in 1981. 

Some of English Produc- 
tion’s documentaries highlight — 
the achievements of talented 
Canadian artists; Michael 
Rubbo’s Margaret Atwood: 
Once in August, on the re- 
nowned Canadian author, is 
one excellent example. An- 
other is Musical Magic: Gill 
and Sullivan in Stratford, by

Malca Gillson, a film spotlighting 
he talents and skills of the 
3tratford company as they pre- 
dare for three Gilbert and 
sullivan operettas produced by 
3rian Macdonald. 

Another notable film from 
=nglish Production this year 
vas The Land That Devours

The Masculine Mystique, 
produced by John N. Smith 
and Giles Walker, is another 
example of docu-drama, telling 
the story of four very different 
men and their relationships 
with women. 

Most fiction productions were 
short films, many co-produced 
with independents such as 
Atlantis Films Limited. The 
NFB this year signed an agree- 
ment with Atlantis Films to co- 
produce 17 half-hour films for 
telecast on the Global Televi- 
sion Network. One of their co- 
productions was The Painted 
Door, a 24-minute short which 
was nominated for an Oscar.

Inspired by one of Sinclair 
Ross’s short stories, the film 
blends the separate elements 
of love, death and regret. 

Starbreaker and The Last 
Right are two other short fic- 
tion films from English Produc- 
tion. In the tradition of recent 
popular films, Bruce Mackay’s 
Starbreaker uses sophisticated 
visual effects to catapult us 
deep into outer space, where 
we follow the dramatic adven- 
tures of two young children. 
Robert Fortier’s short drama, 
The Last Right, revolves 


around an incurably ill old man 
who asks his family, “Whose 
decision is it whether | live or 
die? Mine, or yours, you who 
have to care for me.”’ This film 
is based on a true story. 

More than half a dozen ani- 
mation projects have been 
completed, two of which car- 
ried off important awards. Ishu 
Patel’s superb fable on envy, 
Paradise/Paradis, was 
nominated for an Oscar and 
received a Silver Bear award 
in the short film category at 
the 35th International Film 
Festival in Berlin. The Boy and 
the Snow Goose/Le Petit 
Garcon et I’Oie des neiges, by 
Gayle Thomas, is the moving 
tale of friendship between a 
small boy and a snow goose. 
It earned the Special Jury 
Award at the International 
Animation Festival in Toronto 
and a Golden Sheaf award for 
best animation film at the 20th 
International Short Film and 
Video Festival, Yorkton. 

English Production was also 
very active in the regions. In 
the Pacific Region, Moira 
Simpson produced Feeling 
Yes, Feeling No, a series of 
three short films designed to 
teach children how to protect 
themselves from sexual assault, 
and a fourth film for adults, in- 
troducing the program. 

In the Atlantic Region, Neal 
Livingston’s medium-length 
Herbicide Trials describes the 
unsuccessful lawsuit brought in 
Sydney against the subcon- 
tractor of a Swedish multina- 
tional; he was sued by 15 land- 
owners in Cape Breton for 
spraying herbicide on tracts of 
forest adjoining their land. 

In the Northwest Region, 
Anne Wheeler directed the 
hour-long film, Change of 
Heart, co-produced by the NFB 
and the CBC’s English net- 
work. This bittersweet drama 
tells the story of an older 
woman, who, after 30 years of 
marriage and raising children, 
at last confronts her own 
needs and the problems of her 
marriage 


The Northwest Studio also 
produced Ron Orieux and 
Larry Pratt's The Man from 
Petrocan, a fascinating 
documentary on government- 
run Petro-Canada and its chair- 
man Wilbert (Bill) Hopper, and 
an excellent example of a re- 
gional production of general in- 
terest to the whole country. 

Any review of English Pro- 
duction must include series 
and special projects under- 
taken in the past year. Among 
these are: Dramalab, which 
provides opportunities for new 
writers and directors of fiction 
to develop their skills; Life 
Studies, a series of 12 half- 
hour programs on the conflicts 
of day-to-day life; the Program 
to Assist Films and Filmmakers 
in the Private Sector (PAFFPS), 
which this year was offered in 
the regions as well as at Head- 
quarters and gave $1 094 929 
in grants in support of 155 pro- 
jects, in comparison with the 
$638 000 in grants offered for 
76 projects during the previous 


ear. 

Multimedia Studio G contin- 
ued its production of Canadian 
studies material in both English 
and French. La Géographie du 
Québec/Geography of Quebec, 
14 bilingual slide sets designed 
for grades 4 to 6, is one exam- 
ple. Each set comprises 20 
slides, a teacher’s manual, and 
three projectual maps with exer- 
cises for the students, illustrating 
the geography, economy, popu- 
lation, and points of interest of 
one of the 14 regions. Another 
production from Studio G is 
The Hole in the Fence, a kit 
designed with the help of 
Health and Welfare Canada to 
help children develop greater 
self-confidence. The NFB has 
already received over 500 or- 
ders for this kit. 

The NFB’s Studio D was de- 
clared a National Treasure by 
the Canadian Institute of 
Women’s Culture. Studio D is 
dedicated to meeting the spe- 
cific needs of women as film- 
makers and in general 
Margaret Westcott’s Behind 


the Veil: Nuns was one of its 
most important productions of 
the year. The two-hour film 
was shot in two parts, and 
examines both the contribution 
made by women religious and 
their oppression throughout the 
turbulent history of the Catholic 
Church. 

River Journey, an IMAX® 
production directed by John N. 
Smith, was made for the Inter- 
national Louisiana Exhibition, 
organized in New Orleans be- 
tween May 12 and November 
11, 1984, and proved extreme- 
ly popular. The film carries 
spectators down Canadian wa- 
terways, using images ten 
times the size of those pro- 
jected in conventional theaters 
and the latest Dolby six-track 
sound system to create an im- 
pressive effect. 


French Production 


This year was a landmark 
for French Production at the 
NFB; the fall of 1984 marked 
its 25th anniversary. Under the 
banner Vingt-cing ans d'images 
a notre image, twenty-five 
years of French-language film- 
making were celebrated with a 
retrospective of over 80 films 
held at the new NFB theater at 
Compiexe Guy-Favreau and at 
the Cinémathéque Québécoise. 
The anniversary also included 
the prestigious exhibit Portrait 
d’un studio d’animation, which 
was shown for the first time in 
Montreal following its success- 
ful tour of Europe. As well, the 
Cinémathéque québécoise pub- 
lished, in cooperation with 
several filmmakers and jour- 
nalists, a special issue of ‘‘Les 
Dossiers de la cinéatheque’”’ 
entitled La Production fran- 
caise a l’ONF, 25 ans en pers- 
pectives. Another anniversary 
highlight was Cinéma, cinéma, 
directed by Gilles Carle and 
veteran editor Werner Nold, 
who was awarded the Order of

Canada this year. This produc- 
tion, charged with humor, 
music and emotion, tells the 
story of 25 years of French- 
language filmmaking and its 
impact on the public and the 
cinema. 

One of French Production’s 
most remarkable works in the 
year 1984-1985 was Mario, a 
feature film by Jean Beaudin 
inspired by Claude Jasmin’s 
novel, La Sabliére. The _ 
magical scenery of the lles-de- 
la-Madeleine, the longings of 
an adolescent boy and girl, a 
spellbinding score, the intoxica- 
ting air itself all speak — but 
not Mario. His elder brother 
watches over him and plays 
out a rich fantasy. Drama, like 
a thunderstorm, builds and 
finally bursts into noise and air 
— and eternal silence. Superb- 
ly produced and photographed, 
Mario was awarded three 
Genies by the Academy of 
Canadian Cinema. 

French Production co-pro- 
duced two feature films with 
the private sector. One of 
these is La Dame en couleurs, 
a film by Claude Jutra, co-pro- 
duced with Les Productions 
Pierre Lamy Limitée, on or- 
phans placed in a psychiatric 
hospital in Quebec during the 
forties. The second, Le Crime 
d’Ovide Plouffe, directed by 
Denys Arcand, was based on 
Roger Lemelin’s novel of the 
same title and co-produced 
with Ciné-Plouffe Il. This fea- 
ture film also constituted the 
last two episodes of the six- 
part television series. French 
Production also co-produced 
the first four episodes, directed 
by Gilles Carle. All six relate 
the saga of the famous Plouffe 
family from Quebec City’s lower 
town. 

French Production has also 
been attracted by the blend of 
documentary and fiction, or 
docu-drama. Le Dernier 
Glacier, co-directed by Roger 
Frappier and Jacques Leduc, 
is one of the best examples. 
Set in Schefferville, the story il- 
lustrates the disintegration of a 


marriage against the back- 
ground of a city in its death 
throes, as its residents are 
forced to pack up and leave. 
Documentary and fiction com- 
plement each other, frequently 
reinforced by use of the double 
screen. The same symbiotic 
relationship between documen- — 
tary and fiction is found in | 
| 


L’Ordinateur en téte, Diane 
Beaudry’s film on women and 
computers. This film was pro- 
duced by Studio D in coopera — 
tion with the Federal Women’s © 
Film Program, established in — 
1981 in an effort to increase 
the number of informational, 
educational and promotional 
films on women, by women 
and for women. 

In addition to the 25th Anni- — 
versary production Cinéma, 
cinéma, other documentaries 
which attracted attention were: 
Gilles Blais’ Les Illusions tran- 
quilles, which takes the pulse 
of Quebec via the municipal 
elections in Bic; Le Travail 
piégé, by Dagmar Gueissaz 
Teufel, on women who work at | 
home and are usually isolated, — 
lack legal protection, and are 
at the mercy of market de- 
mands; Zarico, by André 
Gladu, a film on the traditional 
music of francophone black 
communities of southwestern — 
Louisiana; L’Emotion disso- 
nante, by Fernand Bélanger, 
dealing with drug use among 
young people, and funded by 
Health and Welfare Canada 
with joint assistance from the 
Alternatives Rehabilitation 
Centre and the Montreal Ca- 
tholic School Commission; 
Carnets du Maroc : mémoire a — 
rebours, in which director 
Jacques Bensimon returns to 
his native land to recapture his — 
past and examine Morocco 
today. 

The French Animation Studio 
produced some ten films, in- 
cluding Mascarade (winner of 
the Golden Sheaf Award for 
the best children’s production — 
at the International Short Film 
and Video Festival, Yorkton), 
by Co Hoedeman, in which 


sreative ideas and expressive 
yuppets provide a stimulus for 
children’s imagination; Amuse- 
sueule, a humorous fantasy by 
tobert Awad on world hunger; 
nd Chants et Danses du 
nonde inanimé - Le Métro, in 
vhich director Pierre Hébert 
ortrays the oppression and 
lienation of people in the 
yetro through a variety of ex- 
ressive images and music. 
he film was awarded the 
rize for best medium-length | 
jm by the Association québe- 
oise des critiques du cinéma. 
This year, considerable effort 
nd additional funds were ex- 
ended on upgrading the com- 
uter-assisted animation pro- 
ram as the first step toward a 
amputerized animation center. 
The selection committee for 
ie 4th Animation Competition, 
unched by the French Anima- 
yn Studio in 1984, chose an 
try by a young Montrealer, 
‘ancois Aubry, who has since 
en begun his film project at 
e NFB. 
Turning to production outside 
uebec, French Production/ 
est, which celebrated its 10th 
iniversary, contributed Fait 
hiver, a 26-minute fiction film 
ot by Claude Grenier. This 
n combines a sense of loss, 
d of love, with the wide open 
aces of a frozen Manitoba 
nter. 
In the past year, the NFB re- 
‘uctured the versioning pro- 
ss, placing French Produc- 
n in charge of versioning 
ns originally produced in 
iglish.

Dale Phillips’ co-production 
with Energy, Mines and Re- 
sources Canada, Beyond the 
Frontier, was versioned in 
Spanish and German. Spanish 
versions of Kathleen Shannon 
and Ginny Stikeman’s Dream 
of a Free Country: A Message 
from Nicaraguan Women and 
Jacques Gagné and Jacques- 
Yves Cousteau’s St. Lawrence: 
Stairway to the Sea are now 
available, as well as a Thai 
version of Solutions: Canadian 
Transit Technology, produced 
by Cinetel Film Productions 
and sponsored by the Depart- 
ment of Industry, Trade and 
Commerce. 

An innovative step taken by 
French Production is the crea- 
tion of the videoclips program 
which encourages public and 
para-public institutions to pro- 
duce Canadian videoclips. This 
represents further commitment 
to Canadianize our airwaves in 
an area calling out for action. 
The idea for this program 
came from an experiment to 
establish a vidéo-biblio in 
Saint-Jean. Five groups of 
young people, with the assis- 
tance of NFB professionals, 
produced videoclips for Michel 
Rivard’s song Rumeurs sur la 
Ville. 

Innovation has also breathed 
new life into the Program Ad- 
visory Committee. New rules 
have been accepted by film- 
makers, and each project sub- 
mitted is now analyzed by a 
committee composed not only 
of NFB filmmakers, but also of 
outside experts chosen for 
their field of interest. This more 
thorough procedure, requiring 
a different committee for each 


project, is working well and 
proving beneficial to French 
Production. 

In conclusion, the NFB and 
SARDEC, the Société des au- 
teurs, recherchistes, documen- 
talistes et compositeurs, have 
reached an initial two-year 
agreement. In future, SARDEC 
authors and scriptwriters will 
be involved in how the produc- 
tion fares financially and will 
receive a percentage of the 
profits. The agreement should 
help create a positive and re- 
warding atmosphere for new 
francophone talent, which will 
ultimately lead to the produc- 
tion of even better films.

As a result of the new Na- 
tional Film and Video Policy 
announced in May of 1984, the 
Still Photography Division be- 
came the Canadian Museum of 
Contemporary Photography. It 
is now integrated into National 
Museums of Canada. 

This policy also merged the 
Sponsored Program Division 
and the Canadian Government 
Photo Centre into the Canadian 
Government Film and Video 
Centre. As of October 1, 1984, 
this new Centre reported to 
Supply and Services Canada and 
ceased to be part of the NFB 


Distribution 


There are now many ways to disseminate films; 
we have come a long way from the days when our 


only outlet was the commercial film theater. 
Films can be distributed through the community,

on English Canadian television | 
during the season reached au- 
diences averaging 708 000 
viewers. One of the season’s | 
greatest successes came in 
early January with The Tin 
Flute, a co-production with 
Ciné Saint-Henri and the 
CBC’s English network. The 
series had an average au- 
dience of 1 300 000 viewers, 
and the third and the final 
episodes were seen by more 
than 1.5 million people. Amon¢ 
other successful broadcasts 
were Janet Perlman’s The 
Tender Tale of Cinderella | 
Penguin, an animation film ac- 
claimed in Uppsala, Sweden, — 
drawing an audience of over 
a million people; Barry { 
Greenwald’s Pitchmen, a 
documentary about the men | 
and women who make their 
living pitching the latest 
wonder-gadgets, with as im- 
pressive an audience as 
Cinderella Penguin; John 
Brett’s Where the Bay 
Becomes the Sea, which drew) 
907 000 viewers when broad- , 
cast on CBC’s The Nature of 
Things; Robert Doucet’s 
animation film Blackberry 
Subway Jam, based on a 
children’s story by Robert M. 
Munsch and watched by more 
than 600 000 people; and The) 
Boy and the Snow Goose, | 
which captured an audience ot) 
563 000 viewers. Another | 
significant event was the re- | 
peat showing of the series Wai, 
on the CBC’s English network.’ 

A series of thirteen programs 
for television, made up of inter 
nationally acclaimed NFB films 
was conceived by the Calgary © 
office and produced and broad. 
cast by the local CBC channel: 
Called “Winners,” the series 
was so well received that the — 
Halifax, Montreal, Toronto, 
Regina, Saskatoon and 
Vancouver channels decided tc 
broadcast it as well. 

Another landmark in the 
year 1984-1985 was the sign- | 
ing of the first major agree- 
ment between the NFB and 
Global Television. Global , 


sought Democracy on Trial: 
The Morgentaler Affair, which 
vas broadcast on March 3 in 
)ntario, as well as four other 
ilms to be produced as part of 
he same series. 

In British Columbia, the NFB 
succeeded in reaching the 
<NOW channel’s audience of 
ialf a million viewers 365 times. 
‘his channel has found its 
VFB Special to be the most 
yopular program after National 
aeographic. : 

As for video, English Distri- 
ution has actively promoted 
s videocassette rental program 
‘om NFB offices. It also par- 
cipated in the Vidéo-Biblio 
‘rogram, one of the year’s 
ost interesting projects, which 
ims at establishing NFB video- 


assette collections for loan or 
intal in public libraries. 

It is well known that video- 
assettes are useful teaching 
ols, and the NFB is doing all 
can to meet the needs of 
jucational institutions. This is 
ell illustrated by the 6 000 
FB films on cassette currently 
circulation in the British 
dlumbia and Yukon school

Although English Distribution 
iS attempted to exploit the 


television and video distribution 
markets to the full, it has not 
ignored film theaters. In late 
1984, the series Point of View, 
a program of seven documen- 
taries, was exhibited at the 
newly opened NFB theater in 
Complexe Guy-Favreau. The 
films included Democracy on 
Trial: The Morgentaler Affair, 
Abortion: Stories from North 
and South, and Behind the 
Veil: Nuns, all three of which 
were highly successful. 
Democracy on Trial: The 


Morgentaler Affair and Abortion: 


Stories from North and South 
are two of the films most wide- 
ly promoted by English Distri- 
bution this year, often as part 
of special events such as The

Documentary Eye, presented 
at Toronto’s Harbourfront in 
January. 

Other films that received 
much exposure in theaters, or 
as part of a special event, 
were Pitchmen, an Ontario 
regional production which had 
its world premiere at the 
Ontario Science Center on 
January 18; Feeling Yes, 
Feeling No, exhibited at the 
PAPT/PACT (Provincial 
Association of Protestant 
Teachers/Provincial Association 
of Catholic Teachers) Conven- 


tion; No More Hiroshima, an 
abridged version of Martin 
Duckworth’s No More 
Hibakusha!, which played in 
many theaters, including the 
NFB theater at Montreal’s 
Complexe Guy-Favreau. 

The PAPT/PACT Convention 
is only one example of the 
many special events in which 


English Distribution participated. 


Others include Cinémama, a 
retrospective of films directed 
by women, and the 7th Annual 
Congress of Investigative Jour- 
nalism, which took place in 
Toronto. 


In support of its activities, 
English Distribution published 
six catalogues to meet the spe- 
cific needs of primary and se- 
condary school grades. Forty 
thousand copies of these were 
distributed, and a second print- 
ing became necessary only six 
months after the first. The 
catalogues are entitled: Cana- 
dian Literature on Film, Geo- 
graphy Films, Films for Science 
and Environmental Studies, 
Films for Primary and Elemen- 
tary Grades, Films for Family 
Life Studies and Films for Out- 
door Education 

The catalogue Our Bodies, 
Our Minds, published in 


December, 1984, is aimed at an 
even larger audience, ranging 
from children to senior citizens. 
It lists 250 films produced and/ 
or distributed by the NFB on 
issues concerning health. 

In conclusion, we should 
mention last year’s successful 
launching of the NFB Canada 
Map. The map, of exceptional 
quality, depicts the whole of 
Canada’s ten million square 
kilometers at a glance, using a 
novel projection. Initially in- 
tended for schools, the map 
drew the attention of the busi-

ceived an Honorable Mention 
at the ‘‘Gallery of Superb 
Printing’ competition held by 
the International Association of 
Printing House Craftsmen. Both 
English and French Distribution 
have sold hundreds of copies 


French Distribution 


Although commercial theaters 
are not the only means avail- 
able for screening films, they 
nevertheless remain an impor- 
tant vehicle for fiction feature 
films. Mario’s success in film 
theaters testifies to this. After 
being exhibited at the Montreal 
World Film Festival in the sum- 
mer of 1984, Mario opened at 
Le Dauphin in Montreal on Oc- 
tober 19. It proved so popular 
that it ran there for 22 con- 
secutive weeks, and then went 
straight on to play at Complexe 
Desjardins. 

Following this success, Mario 
opened in 35 towns throughout 
Quebec, and, by the end of 
the year 1984-1985, had total- | 
led 69 screen weeks. It was 
also distributed to many towns 
and villages in Acadia and 
Western Canada. A subtitled 
version opened in Toronto on 
March 8, 1985, and video clubs 
sold 790 copies of the film on 
cassette. 

French Distribution also 
launched Le Dernier Glacier in 
theaters, a more difficult under- 
taking since it is a docu-drama 
and not a feature film. Le 
Dernier Glacier inaugurated the 
Third International Film Festival 
in Abitibi-Temiscamingue. This 
was followed by theatrical dis- 
tribution in Montreal and in 
some 15 Quebec towns, a dis- 
tribution approach usually re- 
served for more conventional 
films. 

French Distribution also sold 
Robert Awad’s humorous film 
on world hunger, Amuse- 
gueule, to the Cineplex Odeon 
chain to be screened with the 
French version (SOS Fantdémes) 
of the mega-hit Ghostbusters. 
As a result of this significant 
sale, in a limited market for 
theatrical shorts, Amuse-gueule 
reached an audience of 220 000 
in 78 screen weeks. 

Film buffs do not restrict 
themselves to first-run commer- 
cial film theaters; many of 
them are frequently found lining 
up outside repertory theaters.

French Distribution continues 
to exploit this corner of the 


market. 
Two films illustrate this well: 


L’Emotion dissonante, suc- 
cessively presented at the 
Outremont Cinema and |’Autre 
Cinéma in Montreal, the Cartier 
in Quebec City and many rep- 
ertory theaters in the province, 
and the double bill L’Avortement 
— Histoire secréte/La Justice 
en proces : l’affaire Morgentaler, 
which followed a similar course. 

Another important work 
found an outlet in repertory: 
animation filmmaker Pierre 
Hébert’s Chants and Danses 
du monde inanimé, a film and 
musical performance that in- 
cludes several of his films. 

One of these, Le Métro/The 
Subway, was an integral part 
of opening night at the Abitibi- 
Temiscamingue International 
Film Festival, and, after a 
sneak preview at the Outre- 
mont Cinema, the whole per- 
formance (including musicians 
on stage) played at |’Autre 
Cinéma in Montreal for a week 
before moving on to Quebec 
City, Sherbrooke and 
Victoriaville. 

French Distribution also 
made the best possible use of 
television to screen NFB films. 
There are several outstanding 
examples. Amuse-gueule was 
broadcast on February 24 to 
an audience of 1 016 000 
viewers as part of the Radio- 
Canada’s Beaux Dimanches 
program. The average audience 
for this program is 607 000 
viewers. Victor Bourgeau, ar- 
chitecte, 1809-1888, broadcast 
by Radio-Canada for the second 
time during the visit of Pope 
John Paul Il, was seen by 
976 000 people. Gilles Carle 
and Werner Nold’s documen- 
tary Cinéma, cinéma, tracing 
the 25 years of French Produc- 
tion at the NFB, reached an 
audience of 816 000 viewers 
when it was broadcast on Feb- 
ruary 17 On Beaux Dimanches. 
On March 31, Beaux Dimanches 
also broadcast Sur les scénes 
de !’Orient, in which John N. 


Smith follows the triumphant 
path of Les Grands Ballets 
Canadiens’ recent tour of the 
Far East. The program drew a 
large audience. 

Radio-Québec showed Claire 
Boyer’s Léo Gervais, sculpteur; 
Marianne Feaver and Pierre 
Letarte’s Riopelle; Marc 
Hébert’s Initiation a l’escalade; 
Dagmar Gueissaz Teufel’s 
«Madame, vous avez rien»; 
and Francine Prévost’s J’ai 
toujours révé d’aimer ma 
mere. Many other films were 
also telecast on the program 
series entitled «La boites aux 
images», under an agreement 
between the NFB and the 
Quebec Department of 
Education. 

On the subject of pay TV, 
French Distribution signed an 
agreement with First Choice: 
ECTV Inc. in January, 1985, for 
the exhibition of 25 short films, 
including L’Affaire Bronswik, by 
Robert Awad and André Leduc, 
Les Tacots, by André 


Melancon, and Les «Troubbes» 
de Johnny, by Jacques 
Godbout. Vidéotron showed 
hundreds of NFB films on 
cable TV in 1984-1985 in 
response to viewer requests, 
under a program called 
«Cinéma sur demande». Some 


interesting figures: over the 
past nine years, NFB films 
have been broadcast 94 839 
times and 29 French Produc- 
tion films have been shown 
more than 500 times each. 
The NFB has adopted an 
“off-air’ taping policy by which 
educational institutions and 
other public agencies can 
record an NFB film on video- 
cassette during a broadcast, 
and buy the rights to its use 
for three years at the rate of 
$2.00 per minute. 
Regarding videocassettes as — 
a distribution vehicle, in the 
past year French Distribution ~ 
launched the Vidéo-Biblio Pro- — 
gram to encourage public li- | 
braries to loan or rent out NFB > 
films on cassette for private 
home viewing. Pointe Claire Li- | 
brary, which already had a 
video collection, was among 
the libraries chosen to test the | 
program.

a hundred people formed teams 
to create short animation films. 
The 450th anniversary of 
Jacques Cartier’s discovery of 
Canada was an excellent op- 
portunity to exhibit NFB pro- 
ductions about the St. Lawrence 
River and the discovery of 
Canada. Multimedia Studio G’s 
productions Jacques Cartier — 
Les Deux Premiers Voyages 
aux Terres Neufves, a multi- 
media kit comprising filmstrips, 
projectual maps and posters, 
attracted great interest from 
teachers from all parts of 
Canada. Over 200 of these 
were sold in the first few 
months they were on the 
market. It was shown in both 
French and English every day

at Québec 84, during the 
whole summer in Saint-Malo 
and, on June 24, in front of a 
large audience at the Cana- 
dian Embassy in Paris. 

Outside Quebec, Claude 
Fournier's Bonheur d’occasion 
was shown in 24 locations in 
Manitoba, birthplace of 
Gabrielle Roy, the author of 
the novel which inspired the 
film. 

French Distribution partici- 
pated in many activities of all 
kinds. One of the most impor- 
tant was Convergence 84, an 


international conference on 
new film and video technology 
which took place in Montreal in 
late November. Both French 
and English NFB represen- 
tatives were present and con- 
tributed significantly to this 
event. They were also present 
and participated in the Salon 
International de la jeunesse in 
Montreal. 


International 
Distribution 


The National Film and Video 
Policy proposed that the NFB’s 
international operations come 
under Telefilm Canada. In ac- 
cordance with this policy, for 
example, the Los Angeles of- 
fice has been transferred to 
Telefilm Canada. 

Although the cultural promo- 
tion of NFB films on an inter- 
national scale is to some ex- 
tent left to others, the NFB 
retained, and even enhanced, 
its role as commercial agent

abroad. Many NFB represen- 
tatives were present at the 
Marché international des pro- 
grammes de télévision (MIP- 
TV) in Cannes, where some 
50 films, including Oscar- 
winning Flamenco at 5:15, 
were exhibited. International 
Distribution was also very ac- 
tive at the 1984 Conference of 
the International Council for 
Educational Media (ICEM) in 
Banff. 

South of the border, the 
NFB sold four productions to 
the PBS network. These were 
the series War, Flamenco at 
5:15, The Great Chess Movie 
a film by Gilles Carle and 
Camille Coudari on chess 


championships, and The Cap, 
based on a Morley Callaghan 
short story and directed by 
Robert Duncan. 

The co-production The Land 
That Devours Ships was bought 
by the Explorer network, a new 
National Geographic cable ser- 
vice. Several French produc- 
tions were exhibited in Albany, 
at the New York State Univer- 
sity, aS part of the Franco- 
American Heritage series. 

A total of 39 productions 
were sold in the United States 
through non-commercial distri- 
bution outlets, and the sale of 
30 more for broadcasting was 
negotiated. This represents a 
sales figure close to three quar- 
ters of a million dollars. 

Our London office reported’ 
the sale of 100 films to Ireland, 
40 to Bulgaria, 18 to Yugo- 
Slavia, 31 to Greece and five to 
Greenland. The office also sold 
the War series to two English 
television networks, as well as 
to networks in many other 
countries including Sweden, 
Norway, Finland, Bulgaria, 
Yugoslavia, Kuwait and Jordan. 
lt also organized the exhibition 


of several French Production 
feature films at the French Ins- 
titute in Warsaw, and provided 
Yugoslavian education autho- 
rities with six educational films 
to be dubbed into Serbian and 
distributed in schools. 

In Paris, the NFB focused on 
commercial aspects, and, with 
the sale of numerous films to 
the Antenne 2 and Canal Plus 
channels, substantially in- 
creased its revenues from tele- 
vision sales in the second half 
of 1984-1985. Our Paris office 
succeeded in selling over 
50 hours of programming, 
making the NFB the first Cana- 
dian agency to be broadcast 
on French cable, and Canada 
one of the first countries to 
see its films broadcast on the 
new pay TV channel, Canal 
Plus. The Paris office reaf- 
firmed this year that short 
animation films remain popular 
with television networks in 
France, Switzerland and 
Portugal. 

In Asia and the Pacific, 
seven films were sold to Thai

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television and 35 to Malaysian 
television. The series War pro- 
ved very successful in this part 
of the world, and was sold to 
television networks in Korea, 
Pakistan, the Philippines, 
Japan, and other countries. A 
major sale was made to the 
State Film and Video Library of 
South Australia, which ac- 
quired 965 copies of films from 
our film library in London, now 
closed. Ninety-eight copies of 
films from the same library 
were bought by the Queens- 
land Department of Education. 

Television sales in the Carib- 
bean increased considerably, 
with some 30 films broadcast 
on various channels. 

Some 35 productions were 
sold to Latin American televi- 
sion. About a dozen of these 
were bought by the new Argen- 
tinian cable system. Spanish 
versions of two Cousteau films 
shot in Canada, Cries from the 
Deep and St. Lawrence: Stair- 
way to the Sea, were bought 


by Chile, Colombia, Costa Rica, 
Ecuador and Panama. Cuba 
bought two short films for 
theatrical release, as well as 
several films for television. 
Fifteen short films were sold 
in Africa for distribution in film 
theaters. Cape Verde, Kenya

20rding to this plan, the 
\adian International Develop- 
nt Agency undertook to pro- 
2, through the NFB, all the 
pment required to establish 
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a mixing room, and to train 
seven Brazilian technicians in 
Canada to ensure the main- 
tenance and control of sound 
and picture quality. The NFB 
also committed the services of 
an architect to advise on 
acoustics, and will organize 
workshops in Brazil to train 
some 50 technicians in sound 
recording techniques, as well 
as training filmmakers in 
animation. 

In England, Leonard Green 
presented a paper, entitled 
The History of Film Technology 
in Canada, to the British 
Kinematograph Sound and 
Television Society. The main 
part of his paper consisted of 
an audiovisual presentation on 
the NFB’s technical contribu- 
tions to the film industry over 
the past 30 years. 

At the 15th Congress of the 
Union internationale des asso- 
ciations techniques cinémato- 
graphiques (UNIATEC), held in 
Paris in October, 1984, 24 del- 
egations from as many coun- 
tries heard Eddy Zwaneveld’s 
presentation outlining laser mi- 
crofilm systems and Colin 
Low’s talk on the IMAX 3D 
project. 

Technical and Production 
Services often receives visitors 
from abroad. This year, the 
Branch welcomed delegations 
from France, Portugal and 
China, as well as students 
from many universities and film 
schools. The Sound Division 
drew a group of trainees from 
the Office franco-québécois: 
16 audiovisual technicians from 
France came to compare NFB 
methods with their own. 

Among important visitors to 
the NFB this year were Luis 
Ramiro Beltran, winner of the 
McLuhan-Teleglobe Canada 
Prize; Ivan Velikov, foreign af- 
fairs representative from 


Bulgaria; Erling Laegrid, senior 


producer with the Norwegian 
Broadcasting Corporation; and 
Ferenc Mikulas, Director of 
Pannonia Film in Hungary. 
Perforations, a publication on 
technical aspects of NFB 


operations, continued to be 
published in response to 
popular interest. It is distributed 
to the entire Canadian film and 
video industry. 

The NFB earned two out of 
five awards made at the 
UNIATEC congress. One was 
for Zea, an experimental film 
directed by André Leduc and 
Jean-Jacques Leduc, and a 
special award was made to 
Norman McLaren for his life- 
time work, and his film 
Narcissus/Narcisse in 
particular. 


In March, 1985, the Academy 


of Canadian Cinema awarded 


two Genies to two NFB techni- 
cians for their work on the film 
Mario: Richard Besse for best 
sound recording and Hans 
Peter Strobl for best mixing. 


These prizes reaffirm the ex- 


cellent quality of work done by 
Technical and Production 
Services.

With a view to the future and in the best NFB tradition, 
we are investing an increasing proportion of our resources in train- 
ng the next generation of film professionals through a variety of 
yograms, Competitions, apprenticeships, and special projects. 
This past year was a decisive one in implementing the NFB’s 
ew Operational Plan. Progress towards the objectives it set out 
jas far exceeded our expectations. 
We remodelled and streamlined our operational structure. 
Production and distribution activities were integrated within the 
iew English and French Program Branches. Distribution services 
are now part of the Services Division, along with technical and 
production services. The other new divisions are Corporate 
\fairs; Finance, Administration and Personnel; and Communi- 
ations. 


We also set out to reduce our permanent staff and open our 
loors to New and aspiring talent. The former was achieved without 
resorting to lay-offs, and the latter by hiring large numbers of in- 
Jependent and freelance filmmakers. 

Above all, our aim was to increase the production of films of 
ne highest quality, which are one-hundred-percent Canadian 
content and which move and capture the imagination of the Cana- 
ian public. In this we have succeeded, for NFB films are pre- 
eminent on this year’s Canadian film scene. 

Our documentaries, for example, dealt in a relevant and forceful 
manner with topics of concern to Canadians. Final Offer provided 
a 00k at a major international union just as free-trade talks got 
underway; the three-part Defence of Canada series showed the

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how, the why and the implications of Canada’s military alliances: 
and Feeling Yes, Feeling No responded to the need for informa- 
tion on the disturbing subject of child sexual abuse. 

Our dramatic feature films, depicting reality through the prism 
of art, demonstrate a confidence to finally create images of our- 
selves, to tell our own stories. Made in collaboration with the pri- 
vate sector and independent filmmakers, Anne Trister, Pouvoir 
Intime and The Decline of the American Empire are established 
as the best of Canadian cinema. Produced in the French Pro- 
gram Branch, these films d’auteurs are the result of collective sup- 
port to filmmaking and amply illustrate the tradition of cultural 
risk-taking that is the purview of an institution like the NFB. 

In this respect as in many others, the NFB is unique. Its specific 
nature and value are molded by the public interests that it serves 
and which dictate that we must, above all, take cultural risks. The 
rules governing us, then, are quite distinct from those operating 
in the private sector, which is naturally more subject to industrial 
and commercial imperatives. Such differences are not only healthy, 
but complement one another and lead to co-operative ventures 
that result in a pooling of public and private resources. 

Thus the Board remains an indispensable public producer and 
distributor of films, with its own well-defined field of expertise. 
Through completely Canadian films on socio-cultural concerns, 
through documentaries and dramas that express the Canadian 
reality, through its impact on viewers in Canada and around the 
world, and its unwavering support for the Canadian film industry, 
the NFB is more than ever fulfilling the social and cultural mis- 
sion with which it has been entrusted. 

As with its logo, newly animated and infused with a rich dyna- 
mism, the National Film Board has taken a major new direction, 
one which looks ahead to exciting prospects for the 1990's.

Vorkers’ Fight for Independence

National Film Board productions presented on prime-time CBC 
Television reached an audience of 21.5 million Canadians in 
1985-1986, 54% higher than in the previous year. One explana- 
tion for such a significant increase could be the combination of 
uniformly excellent films, screened during prime-time slots, and 
a systematic publicity campaign in daily newpapers across 
Canada. 

For the most part, what these millions of people tuned in to 
watch were variations on what the NFB has done so well for 
almost fifty years, winning the respect of the world and a formi- 
dable collection of prizes in the process — i.e., documentaries. 
No matter what their style, form, tone or viewpoint, there was no 
denying their collective ability to inform, challenge, move and en- 
tertain. 

Final Offer, a behind-the-scenes look at the United Auto 
Workers of Canada and their charismatic leader, Bob White, was 
the subject of a timely and informative two-hour special presen- 
tation on CBC. Following the broadcast of the film, a half-hour 
program hosted by the CBC’s Peter Mansbridge took the issue 
one step further through a series of interviews with Canadian auto 
workers and their leader on the subject of breaking away from 
the U.S. parent union. Coming at a time when much of Canada 
was warming up to what would certainly be a heated discussion 
over free trade with the U.S., audiences were eager to take a 
Closer look at the events surrounding major decisions that affect 
one in seven Canadian workers. 

Produced by the Ontario Studio of the NFB in association with 
the CBC, Final Offer was co-directed by Sturla Gunnarsson, the 
award-winning director of After the Axe, and Robert Collison, an 
Actra award winner for documentary writing. Apart from its tele- 
vision success, Final Offer has won several major awards, in- 
cluding the Academy of Canadian Cinema and Television Genie 
for best feature-length documentary film of the year. 

A few months earlier, Speaking Our Peace, the highly antici- 
pated film from directors Bonnie Sherr Klein (Not a Love Story:

contemporary concerns and lifestyles illustrated through the lives 
of real people in real-life situations; the documentary film is a genre 
for which our audience continues to grow. 

Although renowned for treating serious topics seriously, the Eng- 
lish Program Branch proved it could also look at the lighter side 
Director Giles Walker did just that with his ironic ode to the ‘new 
man, 90 Days, which was inspired by the success of last year’s 
The Masculine Mystique. |n a low-budget, innovative feature film 
using non-professional actors, Walker deftly wove his way through 
the mine field of male-female relationships and managed to win 
over critics and audiences alike. At the same time he created 
a most pleasant anomaly in the Canadian feature-film distribu- 
tion system: Not only was 90 Days widely seen, but it recouped 
its costs in a very short period of time! After film festival screen- 
ings in Toronto and Montreal, 90 Days found ‘‘legs’’ and was 
seen across the country. As its film-festival run continued, it picked 
up prizes in Chicago, Mannheim and Rio de Janeiro, and bids 
for U.S. distribution began arriving. When the dust had settled, 
the NFB’s International Marketing happily chalked up the largest 
single sale of any NFB movie ever. 

A one-hour drama aimed at the youth market, Blueline, a co- 
production between the NFB and Montreal's Les Productions de 
la Chouette Inc., found its audience through pay-TV sales in 
Canada and the United States. Directed by Marc Voizard, Blue- 
line is the warm and intelligent story of a teenage boy with a secret 
desire to run in the Montreal International Marathon. 

Richard Condie made us laugh — us and just about every- 
one else in the world, or so it would seem based on the eight 
major international prizes his film won. A musician, composer, 
writer and animator, sociology’s loss was filmmaking’s gain, for 
in Richard Condie’s warm, funny vision we get to do more than 
laugh, we get to speculate about which of life's snits is the BIG 
one. The Big Snit, a Prairie Region production, won Best Ani- 
mated Short at this year’s Genie Awards, and was also nomi- 
nated for an Academy Award. 

In an effort to find and develop the future Donald Brittains

The Northwest Studio was responsible for three of the films in 
a series that included dramatic adaptations from some of the best: 
known writers in the country, among them Jack Hodgins, 
Mordecai Richler, Ernest Buckler, Timothy Findley, Brian Moore 
and Hugh Garner. 

The NFB's multimedia Studio G this year completed its award- 
winning Stephen Leacock series by adapting two previously 
produced animation films, My Financial Career and The Awtul 
Fate of Melpomenus Jones, into filmstrips. 

Three of the five proposed sections of The Canadian Arctic 
series were completed as well. Featuring the work of world-class 
wildlife photographer/author Fred Bruemmer, these filmstrips are 
designed for students from grades 6 to 12. 

The most comprehensive film series ever made on the sensi- 
tive issue of child sexual abuse, Feeling Yes, Feeling No proved 
that the NFB’s role as a catalyst for increased perception and 
interaction in Canadian society was very much a part of its 
mandate. 

Produced by the Pacific Studio’s Moira Simpson, Feeling Yes, 
Feeling No came about in response to the pressing need to teach 
children how to protect themselves from sexual assault. Special 
teams of NFB representatives across the country held workshops 
for ministries of education, school boards, support networks in 
health and social services, and parent and police organizations 
to educate them about the serious nature of the problem. Work- 
shop training sessions had a multiplier effect throughout commu- 
nities everywhere, and hundreds of school boards in Canada are 
now incorporating the Feeling Yes, Feeling No program into their 
curricula. By the end of the school year, more than two hundred 
thousand children had participated in the program. 

Additionally, at a time when videocassette recorders can be 
found in one-third of all Canadian homes, the first major effort 
to reach a significant segment of the home video market was 
undertaken. In co-operation with Health and Welfare Canada, a 
brochure was inserted in all family allowance cheques offering 
a home videocassette of Feeling Yes, Feeling No to 3.8 million 
Canadians at a special price. 

Video also proved to be the tool for forging closer ties between 
the NFB and some of its major users: non-profit groups that pro- 
vide important community services. Thus, last year some twenty- 
seven institutions, most from within the education sector, paid a 
small sum for a licence to make copies of NFB productions 

Other public-spirited groups with budgets ranging from nil to 
little were offered a way to obtain NFB releases relevant to their 
needs in the form of free, long-term loans. For example, The Next 
Step series and D.E.S.: An Uncertain Legacy were both made

available in this way because of their importance to women's 
groups active in these areas. A further initiative gives NFB’s im- 
portant group of institutional users a preview option prior to 
buying. The user is welcome to make a copy of any NFB televi- 
sion broadcast and evaluate it for as long as seven days before 
purchasing an off-air taping licence. 

Keeping pace with its domestic successes, the NFB’s Inter- 
national Division generated revenues of more than $2 million in 
sales and royalties, the highest in the division’s history. Among 
the established primary markets for NFB films and videos are the 
United States, the United Kingdom, France, Australia, Japan, West 
Germany, China, Scandinavia and Italy. 

This year, much discussion centred on the question of docu- 
mentaries and docu-dramas. These discussions occurred among 
a wide array of Canadians, from educational institutions to the 
media, from government committees to the Canadian Senate. 
Nowhere was the debate more heated than within the NFB it- 
self. In February of 1986, journalists, film critics and students joined 
NFB filmmakers for Docu-drama: Fact & Fiction, a forum orga- 
nized jointly by McGill University and the NFB that explored the 
challenges and perils of the docu-drama, a form that has become 
more and more popular with both filmmakers and audiences. 

During an intense four hours, filmmakers Donald Brittain, Paul 
Cowan, Anne Claire Poirier, Jacques Godbout, Giles Walker, 
Fernand Bélanger, Dagmar Gueissaz Teufel, Jacques Leduc and 
producer Adam Symansky participated in a question-and-answer 
session with an audience of more than three hundred people. 
To illustrate a number of points, excerpts from several NFB films 
were screened, including Bethune, Canada’s Sweetheart: The 
Saga of Hal C. Banks, Democracy On Trial: The Morgentaler Af- 
fair, Deux épisodes dans la vie d’Hubert Aquin, The Kid Who 
Couldn't Miss, Le Dernier Glacier, Mourir a tue-téte, Passifiora, 
The Masculine Mystique and 90 Days. 

Together, participants and filmmakers attempted to define what 
a ‘documentary film’’ is, what a ‘‘docu-drama”’ is, and what the 
parameters of these two forms are. In doing so, a whole series 
of other questions arose about such important issues as ethics, 
objectivity and historical accuracy. That these definitions must 
ultimately remain vague came as a surprise to no one. What was 
clear, however, was that well-made films on virtually any subject 
have the ability to make audiences confront difficult questions 
In attempting to answer these questions, we come away with a 
better sense of who we are, individually and collectively.

Program Branch 


When any one particular film-producing entity anywhere co- 
produces three feature films in the course of a single year and 
all three are hailed first by critics and then by audiences, even 
the most skeptical among us would have to say somebody’s 
doing something right. This year that somebody was the NFB’s 
French Program Branch, which during 1985-1986 co-produced 
with the private sector Anne Trister, Pouvoir intime and Le Déclin 
de I'empire américain. 

The initiative that brought these films about began in the French 
Program Branch’s Studio C, where producer Roger Frappier 
decided to create a working group that would mix NFB staff film- 
makers and independents in the development of ‘‘films d’auteurs”’ 
feature projects (films conceived, written and directed by one in- 
dividual). Invited to participate were Léa Pool, who had recently 
directed the award-winning La Femme de I’hétel, and well-known 
Quebec filmmaker Denys Arcand, who had for many years been 
on staff at the Board. 

In the process of developing the first two scripts, the group's 
plans evolved to include the private sector as a way of expanding 
creative and financial resources. The Montreal-based production 
house Les Films Vision 4 inc. was approached as a co-producer 
on Léa Pool’s Anne Trister and, in exchange, they offered the 
NFB a second co-production, Yves Simoneau’s Pouvoir intime. 
Similarly, Denys Arcand’s project was brought to another Quebec 
production house, Corporation Image M & M Limitée. Studio C’s 
working group suddenly became very active indeed. 

Anne Trister, a tender film of a young woman's search for 
meaning in the wake of her father’s death, was the first of the 
three co-productions to be released. It was immediately chosen 
for the Official Competition at the 1986 Berlin Festival, where it 
received considerable acclaim. The film went on to win the 
Public’s Prize and a Best Actress Award for Louise Marleau at 
the Créteil Women’s Festival in France, while at home it continued 
its successful theatrical release across Quebec. 

The second film, Pouvoir intime, could not have been more 
different in style and content, yet it also struck a note with critics 
and audiences alike. A suspenseful thriller about the hijacking of 
a bank truck, Pouvoir intime opened in Montreal and Québec 
City to uniformly excellent reviews, particularly for its young director, 
Yves Simoneau. 

Denys Arcand’s return to the NFB produced Le Déclin de 
l'empire américain, which he wrote as well as directed. This satir- 
ical look at the sexual mores of a group of present-day Quebec 
intellectuals was completed just in time to be invited to open the 
prestigious Directors’ Fortnight at the 1986 Cannes Film Festival. 

Fictional feature films were not the only co-productions under- 
taken by the NFB last year. Gilles Carle came back to the Board

The French Program Branch maintained its strong relationship 
with Radio-Canada’s ‘‘Les Beaux Dimanches,”’ through among 
others, Prenare la route (the French version of At the Wheel), an 
informative and shocking four-part series on the hazards of the 
highway. The series not only garnered impressive ratings (Some 
episodes reached over 900,000 viewers) but was hailed by 
critics and commentators alike as one of the most powerful docu- 
ments ever made on what has become one of the greatest threats 
to human life — the automobile. 

In a year marked by diversity in all sectors of production, the 
French Program Branch’s animation studio completed five new 
works, and the Computer Animation Centre made its debut, 
taking the art and science of film-animation techniques into the 
21st century. 

Francine Desbien’s nostalgic 
and lyrical film, Ah! vous dirai- 
Je, maman/Variations on Ah! 
vous diral-/e, maman, animated 
to the strains of Mozart, offered 
a reflection on the passage of 
time and the cycle of genera- 
tions. Kaspar, an animated 
short by Stefan Anastasiu, is a 
Satirical commentary on the ab- 

surdity of our impersonal society. In it, Sup- 
posedly civic-minded characters outdo each other in giving new 
meaning to the expression “every man for himself.’’ Francois 
Aubry completed his first professional film at the NFB, Concerto 
Grosso Modo, a voyage into a magical world where musical notes 
have a life of their own. 

French Program’s new Computer Animation Centre was given 
a baptism by fire this year when it was required to produce a 
series of three-dimensional 70 mm images for the first-ever 3-D 
Imax movie, Transitions, a new NFB production destined to 
be showcased in the CN Theatre of the Canada Pavilion at 
Vancouver's Expo 86. The complex equipment housed in the 
Computer Animation Centre was tailored to the need for high- 
quality, high-definition images for this project. In its first major outing 
it produced some of the most breathtaking and sophisticated 
images ever created by a computer. 

The French Program Branch was active as well in the West 
Ontario and Acadia. Le Vieillard et |’Enfant, a feature-length adap- 
tation of the novel by Gabrielle Roy, directed by Claude Grenier,

Open to all Canadian filmmakers who have 
made one professional film and are interested in writing and di- 
recting a documentary that is both personal and imaginative, the 
winner will be given the opportunity to make his or her film in 
the coming year, with financing, and production and distribution 
services provided by the National Film Board of Canada. 

The Seventh Annual Animation Competition once again this 
year offered young Canadian filmmakers an opportunity to ani- 
mate a first film under ideal circumstances, having access to all 
the resources of the Animation Studio and a full budget. Besides 
providing training, the aim of the program is to find new talent, 
people who will carry on the NFB tradition of excellence in the 
field of animation. 

Four films produced out of this program, Le Bouffe-pétrole, Le 
Cadre/Bounds, Sylvia and Concerto Grosso Modo, were show- 
cased at NFB Montreal's Guy-Favreau Cinema with such impres- 
sive results that the Marketing Division decided to package them 
for video distribution under the title of Cinéaste recherché(e). 

The Complexe Guy-Favreau Cinema in Montreal is a success 
story in itself. One of the only Canadian cinemas specializing in 
documentary and animation films, it attracted over eighteen 
thousand spectators to more than three hundred NFB films. It 
has also become a meeting place for Montreal's film commu- 
nity, is used for premiéres by private-sector producers, and for 
special events such as film festivals and seminars on filmmaking. 

Once again, the French Program Branch participated in a 
series of film festivals and other events throughout Quebec and 
the other francophone regions, particularly in the various educa- 
tion sectors. Twelve NFB productions were invited to the Abitibi- 
Témiscamingue International Film Festival, which fostered a 
series of presentations at the University of Quebec, book fairs, 
teachers’ conferences, and a feminist colloquium held in Rouyn. 

All in all, the diversity of the French Program Branch in all sec- 
tors of endeavor led to a successful year, with more films and 
videos being produced and a larger number of people seeing 
these works in their schools, on their TV sets and in the theatres.

In 1985-1986 the NFB Laboratory handled over twenty million 
feet of film. From processing and developing to final release print- 
ing, the staff proved its technical expertise. The NFB’s labora- 
tory personnel rose to the many challenges presented by 
productions that ranged from films with fixed TV airdates to others 
with festival deadlines to ones demanding the utmost tectinical 
ingenuity. 

Among the projects undertaken, Transitions, the first-ever 3-D 
Imax film, destined for Vancouver's Expo 86, took precedence 
in technical achievement once again this year, particularly its six- 
channel high-fidelity sound track, done on a computerized mix- 
ing console in Headquarters’s Theatre 1. Re-recording specialists 
Jean-Pierre Joutel and Adrian Croll mixed Eldon Rathburn’s score 
with a series of elaborate sound effects and sync tracks to com- 
plement and enhance the quality and dimensional effects of the 
spectacular 3-D visuals. 

Twelve new 16 mm Aaton cameras were put into use this year. 
Features of the cameras include super-16 mm gates and spe- 
cial coding devices that will simplify both the synchronization of 
rushes and video duplication. Super-16 mm tests were also suc- 
cessfully completed, resulting in a sharper image and more in- 
formation being retained when 16 mm film is blown up to 35 mm 
for theatrical distribution. This factor will be of particular value in 
the production of low-budget feature films, which remain an NFB 
priority. 

Headquarters’s Theatre 3 was closed for renovations during 
part of the year. When it re-opened, the acoustic changes made 
had significantly reduced reverberation, while the number of in- 
puts to the console had increased to 36. These improvements 
have turned the theatre into one of the most advanced mixing 
theatres in the country. 

Front-screen projection for special effects was used this year 
during the filming of Firewords. A modern-day variation on the 
old rear-screen projection system, this composite photography 
requires the perfect alignment of camera and projector. The result 
is the merging of live action with projected backgrounds in a much 
more convincing way than was ever achieved with rear-screen 
projection. At one point, over two hundred technicians and creative 
staff from the NFB and the private sector gathered on the set 
for a seminar on the system. 

As always, the NFB continued to make its facilities available 
to outside organizations. For example, its sound stage is often 
in demand, given that no other facility of its size exists In 
Montreal. As well, its Teledyne video-to-film transfer service, the 
only one in Canada, was used by television networks, govern- 
ments, universities, and a number of private-sector production 
companies.

Potentially an extremely valuable learning tool with a wide array 
of educational uses, one of its main attractions is that it compels 
active learning through a series of computer-generated simula- 
tion exercises. Among others investigating the experimental labora- 
tory's findings is Studio G of the NFB, which is currently exploring 
ways to adapt some of its educational materials to this new tech- 
nology. 

Distribution Services is responsible for a wide variety of activi- 
ties, from providing Canadians with films and videos through a 
network of community libraries and NFB offices located across 
the country, to collecting and disseminating information about 
Canadian audio-visuals. 

FORMAT, the national computerized database on audio-visual 
materials, was created by the NFB to gather information on Cana- 
dian productions and make it available to the public. The data- 
base now includes approximately sixteen thousand titles and is 
in great demand, particularly as a source of information for pro- 
ducing catalogues. The most recent Film Canadiana, the only 
national film and video filmography, was generated from this data- 
base, as was the NFB’s own 1985-1986 Film and Video Cata- 
logue, both published this year. In addition, more specialized 
publications were also produced, namely: a National Industrial 
Relations Film Library for Labor Canada; and Copie Zéro 1984 
— Courts et moyens métrages québécois for the Cinematheque 
quéebécoise. 

Online access to the database continued to expand through- 
out the NFB’s computerized network. Edmonton, Saskatoon and 
Québec City were hooked up, bringing to ten the number of NFB 
offices now able to provide reference services on Canadian audio- 
visual productions to their clients. 

Online access was tested with external organizations, such as 
film archives, public libraries and educational institutions, to en- 
courage the use of the FORMAT database for information retrieval 
on Canadian audio-visuals. The experience has reaffirmed 
FORMAT’s objective of providing online access to this informa- 
tion resource on a national level by the end of 1987. 

And finally, a Research and Development project that involves 
all aspects of the Services Division is a Canadian design for a 
videocassette dispensing machine. The prototype, currently 
under development with Continental Research and Development 
and TERTEC Enterprises Inc., both of Toronto, is operated by 
credit or membership cards. Each of these veritable visual vaults 
will have a capacity of approximately two hundred cassettes, and 
some day we may ask ourselves how we could possibly have 
lived without tt.

Notes to Financial Statements

1__Authority and purposes 


The National Film Board was established in 1950 under the National Film 
Act to initiate and promote the production and distribution of films in the 
national interest and in particular to: 


me produce and distribute, and to promote the production and distribu- 
tion of films designed to interpret Canada to Canadians and other nations: 


— represent the Government of Canada in its relations with persons 
engaged in commercial motion picture film activity in connection with 
motion picture films for the Government or any department thereof: 


— engage in research in film activity and to make available the results 
thereof to persons engaged in the production of films: 


— advise the Governor in Council in connection with film activities: and 


— discharge such other duties relating to film activity as the Governor 
in Council may direct it to undertake. 


The Board, through the operation of a revolving fund having a permanent 
continuing authority from Parliament, can make payments out of the Con- 
solidated Revenue Fund for working capital and the interim financing of 
operating costs and the acquisition of fixed assets and can record the in- 
crease in the net book value of fixed assets against this authority, which 
provides that the aggregate of admissible working capital and net book 
value of fixed assets is not to exceed $20 million at any one time. A 
parliamentary authority, to replenish the revolving fund for net acquisitions 
of fixed assets and the admissible cost of operations, is voted annually 
and recorded in the year to which it applies. Any unused balance lapses.

4 Advance to a non-profit organization 


The Government Film Commissioner and President of the Board initially 
submitted, on behalf of an organization yet to be incorporated, a request 
to the Canadian Radio-television and Telecommunications Commission 
(CRTC) with the view of obtaining licenses to offer programming directed 
to the Canadian youth. In June 1985, a non-profit organization was incor- 
porated to carry out the project. 


Through an agreement signed with this organization, the Board has agreed: 


— toassume research, development and promotion costs incurred to May 
15, 1985 in the amounts of $229,000 during 1984-1985 and $218,000 
during 1985-86; 


— to directly or indirectly advance amounts totalling $1,000,000 reimburs- 
able without interest before or at the end of the first complete period of 
the licenses awarded by the CRTC, to cover research, development and 
promotion costs until affiliation agreements have been signed with cable 
distributors serving at least three million Canadian subscribers: of which 
$456,257 had been advanced as at March 31, 1986; and 


— to provide a non-reimbursable amount of $150,000 during the first two 
years of programming to assure the smooth functioning of regional con- 
sultative committees.

Moreover, these new specialized 
services, designed for specialized 
audiences, would offer an addition- 
al outlet for NFB films and videos. 
@ The National Film Board con- 
stantly stresses the importance of 
making its films more accessible to 
a greater number of Canadians, for 
whom these films are intended in 
the first place. When the means to 
meet this objective are inadequate 
or non-existent, we must make eve- 
ry effort to create new mechanisms 
in keeping with this goal and the 
public need. 

@ From the social, cultural and 
community framework in which 
we presently function, we could 
move towards a concept of an 
entirely electronic film library, as 
well as the more developed concept 
of specialized services such as TV 
Canada and Télé-Canada. We are 
aware that in doing so we are 
challenging established systems. 
However, in submitting an applica- 
tion to the CRTC, we have acted as 
a public institution that, first and 
foremost, has the public interest in 
mind.

@ To conclude, it is with consid- 
erable sorrow that I mention the 
loss of Norman McLaren and 
Claude Jutra, two of the NFB’s 
finest filmmakers, two exceptional 
individuals who, each in his own 
way, reached the heights of artistic 
creativity.

In fact, the 
demand for NFB multi-media 
products has been increasing in the 
past: few years.

™@ Clearly, the home-video market 
has created a new window of ex- 
posure for past, present and future 
NFB productions. By launching its 
Video with a Difference program, 
the NFB has risen to the occasion. 
Commenting on the new program 
that was launched as 
Canadians were scram- 
bling to meet their tax 
deadlines, industry analyst 
and Cinema Canada 
editor Connie 
Tadros reported: 
“The NFB is going 
into the rental busi- 
ness in a big way. Just now, as mil- 
lions await their income tax re- 
bates, the NFB is offering us the 
most important tax return of them 
all: after having invested in the 
Board for fifty years, we finally 
have access to its films, one of 
Canada’s great cultural treasures."’ 
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@ ‘‘Like wine, filmmaking has its 
good years,’ says filmmaker Denys 
Arcand.

One has only to scan the 
last twelve months’ newspapers to 
appreciate the marked increase in 
the number of productions, inno- 
vations in animation (particularly 
with the strengthening of the 
Centre d’animatique), and the ex- 
ceptional quality of the NFB’s fea- 
ture films and documentaries. 

@ Clearly, any discussion of the 
French Program Branch’s perform- 
ance must begin with Arcand and 
his film Le Déclin de l’empire 
américain, an NFB-Image M&M 
co-production whose success in 
Canada and abroad is now legend., 
In addition to being the first Cana- 
dian feature nominated for an 
Academy Award, Le Déclin won the 
prestigious International Critics’ 
Prize at Cannes and later claimed 
eight Genie awards in Toronto. The 
number of other honors showered: 
on the film, which was made ona 
comparatively modest budget of 
$1.8 million, is growing steadily. 

@ From the moment of its debut 
at Cannes, Le Déclin’s distributor 
was eagerly pursued by buyers from 
around the world. Since then, the 

film’s success has kept Arcand 
travelling between Europe, the 
United States and South America. 

Launched in Montreal at the end of) 
June 1986, Le Déclin has outper 
formed all previous Quebec fea 
tures at the box office. By March 31. 
1987, the film had earned $3.8 mil 
lion nationally and it is estimated 
that international revenues could 
reach $13 million. | 
@ Denys Arcand is the first to com) 
fess surprise at the success of a film 
conceived without any regard fol 


commercial viability — one in 
which the ‘‘action’’ consists pri- 
marily of a conversation, between 
four university professors, about 
the decadence of the late twentieth 
century.

Pierre Perrault has himself be- 
come the subject of a film by Jean- 
Daniel Lafond.

Notes to Financial Statements 


March 31, 1987 


1. Authority and purposes 


The National Film Board was 
established in 1950 under the 
National Film Act to initiate and 
promote the production and distri- 
bution of films in the national in- 
terest and in particular to: 
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produce and distribute, and to pro- 
mote the production and distribu- 
tion of, films designed to interpret 
Canada to Canadians and to other 
nations; 


represent the Government of Cana- 
da in its relations with persons en- 
gaged in commercial motion 
picture film activity in connection 
with motion picture films for the 
Government or any department 
thereof; 


engage in research in film activity 
and to make available the results 
thereof to persons engaged in the 
production of films; 


advise the Governor in Council in 
connection with film activities; 
and 


discharge such other duties relat- 


ing to film activity as the Governor 
in Council may direct it to un- 
dertake. 


The Board, through the operation 
of a revolving fund having a per- 
manent continuing authority from 
Parliament, can make payments 
out of the Consolidated Revenue 
Fund for working capital and the 
interim financing of operating 
costs and the acquisition of fixed 
assets, and can record the increase 
in the net book value of fixed as- 
sets against this authority, which 
provides that the aggregate of ad- 
missible working capital and net 
book value of fixed assets is not to 
exceed $20 million at any one 
time. A parliamentary authority, to 
replenish the revolving fund for 
net acquisitions of fixed assets and 
the admissible cost of operations, 
is voted annually and recorded in 
the year to which it applies. Any 
unused balance lapses. 


2. Significant accounting policies 


Production of films and other 
forms of visual presentation 


All production costs are charged to 
operations in the year in which 
they are incurred and shown in the 
statement of operations as follows: 


Board’s program 


All costs incurred for unsponsored 
productions, the Board’s share in 
co-productions and the excess of 
costs over the sponsor’s contribu- 
tion for partially sponsored 
productions. 


Sponsored production 


- All costs incurred for fully spon- 


sored productions and the spon- 
sored costs of partially sponsored 
productions. 


Revenues from production of films 
and other forms of visual presen- 
tation are accounted for at an 
amount equal to the sponsored 
production costs during the year in 
which these costs are incurred. 
Any profit is recognized in the year 
the production is completed. 


Film Prints 


The cost of prints made for sale 
purposes is recorded as invento- 
ries. The cost of other prints is ex- 
pensed on a current basis. 


Inventories 


Productions in progress are carried 
at the cumulative amount of costs 
incurred for each production ex- 
ceeding advances invoiced, up to 
the amount of the sponsored un- 
billed balance. On the other hand, 
any cumulative excess of advances 
over costs incurred is recorded as 
advances on productions. 


Materials and supplies are carried 
at the average cost. 


Film prints and other forms of 
visual presentation held for sale are 
carried at the lower of the average 
direct cost of production and net 
realizable value. 


Fixed Assets 


Equipment, office equipment and 
furniture, motor vehicles and 
garage equipment are carried at 
cost. Depreciation is calculated on 
the straight-line method over the 
estimated useful lives of the assets, 
generally 5 to 10 years. No depre- 
ciation is provided during the year 
of acquisition. 


Leasehold improvements are 
charged to operations as incurred. 


The Board enters into agreements 
to acquire the exclusive use of cer- 
tain fixed assets through leasing ar- 
rangements. Rentals are charged to 
operations in the year to which 


they apply.

Employee termination benefits 


On termination of employment, 
employees of the Board are entitled 
to certain benefits provided for un- 
der their collective agreements and 
their conditions of employment.

Pension plan 


All employees participate in the 
superannuation plan administered 
by the Government of Canada. The 
employees and the Board contrib- 
ute equally to the cost of the plan.

Contri- 
butions in respect of current serv- 
ice and admissible past service are 
expensed during the year in which 
payments are made. The terms of 
payment for past service are set by 
the applicable purchase conditions 
in effect, generally over the num- 
ber of years of service remaining 
prior to retirement.

4. Advance to a non-profit 
organization 


As at March 31, 1987 
The Government Film Commis- 


sioner and President of the Board 
initially submitted, on behalf of an 
organization yet to be incorpor- 
ated, a request to the Canadian 
Radio-television and Telecommu- 
nications Commission (CRTC) with 
the view of obtaining licenses to 
offer programming directed at 
Canadian youth. In June 1985, a 
non-profit organization was incor- 
porated to carry out the project. 


Through an agreement signed with 
this organization, the Board has 
agreed: 


to assume research, development 
and promotion costs incurred to 
May 15, 1985, in the amounts of 
$229.000 during 1984-85 and 
$218,000 during 1985-86; 


to directly or indirectly advance 
amounts totalling $1,000,000, 
reimbursable without interest be- 
fore or at the end of the first com- 
plete period of the licenses 
awarded by the CRTC, to cover 
research, development and promo- 
tion costs until affiliation agree-

ments have been signed with cable 
distributors serving at least three 
million Canadian subscribers; of 
which $790,179 had been ad- 
vanced as at March 31, 1987; and 


to provide a non-reimbursable 
amount of $150,000 during the 
first two years of programming to 
assure the smooth functioning of 
regional consultative committees. 


Subsequent event 

On May 29, 1987, after a prelimi- 
nary review of applications for net- 
work licences to offer Canadian 
specialty programming services, 
the CRTC withdrew incomplete 
applications from certain appli-

public hearing for the considera- 
ion of applications for network li- 
cences including that of the 
above-mentioned non-profit or- 
ganization. 


In view of this circumstance, the 
Board considers that the reim- 
bursement of its advance by this or- 
ganization is doubtful and that it 
may have to write it off during the 
year 1987-88 and charge any loss 
that may result therefrom to its 
operating expenses.

There is no longer any question that the NFB plays an essential role in Canadian cinema. In fulfilling 
that role, the NFB works closely with the independent sector, and has created new and dynamic part- 
nerships resulting in such co-productions as The Revolving Doors (Les Portes tournantes) by Francis 
Mankiewicz. The independent sector is now also charged with the distribution of the NFB’s feature 
films. 


That this pivotal role as a public producer is recognized by the Canadian government is evidenced in 
the allocation to the NFB of twenty-five million dollars — five million dollars annually — for feature 
films co-produced with the independent sector. 


In this context, we are more determined than ever to preserve the NFB’s distinctive character as a 
producer of finely crafted and enduring films. As a distributor, the NFB must assure that its films are 
as widely available as possible, and it is clear that television and electronic delivery systems will have 
a major effect on this objective. 


With this in mind, at last year’s public hearings at the Canadian Radio-television and Telecom- 
munications Commission (CRTC), | emphasized the importance of establishing distribution networks 
that truly serve Canadians, guaranteeing them access to the creative works of all filmmakers. In addi- 
tion, our films are popular and broadcasters have content quotas to respect. 


| am also counting heavily on our video network, which has seen spectacular development this year. 
This is the result of agreements with third parties, particularly public libraries. These agreements are 
designed to make our films and videos available to a greater number of Canadians. 


Again in line with increasing accessibility to the NFB’s films and videos, | have given particular 
priority to our relations with the provincial governments of this country, specifically with their depart- 
ments of culture, communications and education. In 1988, | arranged a number of meetings with 
several provincial deputy ministers of education. Discussions were both challenging and productive. 
The results of these sessions are forming the cornerstone of future collaboration between the NFB, 
educational institutions and Canada’s young people. Through our combined efforts, it is hoped that 
our children will access their cultural heritage through truly Canadian audio-visual documents. 


Our Employment Equity Program, originally seen by some as merely a public relations gesture, now 
stands as a genuine ‘‘social contract’’. Its concrete programs, designed to integrate women, the 
handicapped and aboriginal peoples, into all aspects of filmmaking, have come into effect. In this 
field, as in others, the NFB has provided leadership and acted as a point of reference for others 
seeking similar objectives.

Somewhere from within the 
National Film Board’s busy complex of production units, a film is 
released that uncorks a new wave of public appreciation for the 
NFB's innovative and socially dynamic brand of filmmaking. 


During the 1987-1988 fiscal year, that achievement clearly be- 
longed to Beverly Shaffer and the NFB’s women’s unit — 

Studio D — whose heart-wrenching documentary To a Safer Place 
(L’Enfant dans le mur) confronted millions of North Americans with 
the horrific, yet all too real specter of child sexual abuse. 


While the pace and tone of Shaffer's thoughtfully crafted film may 
be gentle, its impact on audiences and critics has been just the 
opposite. Indeed, in terms of the powerful emotions it has evoked, 
To a Safer Place ranks alongside such Studio D classics as Not a 
Love Story: A Film About Pornography (C’est surtout pas de 
l'amour), by Bonnie Sheer Klein, and /f You Love This Planet 

(Si cette planéte vous tient a coeur), by Terri Nash. 


Prior to winning the coveted Emily award for best film at the 
American Film and Video Festival in New York, the Canadian 
documentary was televised to a prime-time audience of 10 million 
on the U.S. Public Broadcasting Service (PBS) current affairs 
program, ‘‘Frontline.”’ 


“| was moved to tears,’ commented one viewer following the 
broadcast. ‘And they say there’s nothing good on TV — they’re 
wrong. You've shown a lot of courage showing something like 
that.’ Dozens of other callers to the PBS Boston affiliate, WGBH, 
offered equally supportive endorsements. 


For Shaffer, the most potent response to the film came several 
months earlier when the NFB English Program marketing unit 
organized a series of introductory public screenings in eight 
Canadian cities. In Montreal alone, 1,000 people packed the 
theatre-for the premiére, while an overflow crowd of 300 had to be 
accommodated with a second screening. In each city, audiences 
gave standing ovations to the documentary’s central character, 
Shirley Turcotte, a survivor of 10 years of childhood sexual 
abuse 


That the film has drawn so much attention to the issue it explores 
is not surprising. To a Safer Place is the product of a rare bond of 
trust between Turcotte, members of her family and the NFB stat 
who crafted the Vancouver woman’s story into a powerful source 
of inspiration and hope for all victims of incest. Rarely do 
documentaries probe human experience and trauma so intimate- 
ly; seldom do they reveal such courage. 
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And at no time has the NFB’s potential to reach its targeted au- 
diences been so great. Through its numerous regional marketing 
offices across the country, the Film Board has developed a na- 
tional grid of distribution contacts — school boards, community 
centres, social service agencies and cultural organizations — 
which put specialized NFB films to work in educational and ther- 
apeutic settings. Following the national launch of To a Safer 
Place, for example, the English Program Branch was able to initi- 
ate special workshops in 25 smaller cities such as Smithers, Brit- 


ish Columbia, and Corner Brook, Newfoundland. As Shaffer says: 


“It's not just a film you want to see, it’s a film you want to use.” 


The same can be said for many of this year’s English Program 
productions, from Gil Cardinal’s nakedly personal Foster Child to

A new program geared to the home video rental market is fast 
broadening public access to the NFB’s catalogue of productions. 
Some 239 public libraries purchased Film Board video collections 
this year, as cassette sales reached $500,000. And now a Calgary 
firm has signed a contract to distribute 48 NFB titles in the com- 
mercial video sector. 


The International Division reached an agreement to release 
100 titles in the U.S. home video market, a deal that guarantees 
$1 million in revenue for the NFB.over the next two years. 


As always, Film Board productions enjoyed high-profile exposure 
in the theatrical and television markets. The Canadian Broadcast- 
ing Corporation (CBC) network remains the Board's leading part- 
ner in the broadcasting field, but alternative outlets are growing 

both at home and abroad. Pay TV (First Choice, Superchannel) is 


an increasingly active medium for NFB features and shorts, and 
CITY-TV of Toronto this year signed an important syndication 
contract to broadcast and redistribute four of the Board’s top 
features. 


In terms of theatrical releases, this year’s most successful 
production came in the form of a bruising, low-budget feature 
called Train of Dreams, John N. Smith’s latest installment of 
“alternative” dramas. 


Repeating the formula that proved so effective in last year’s 
Sitting in Limbo, an internationally acclaimed feature about black 
youths in Montreal, Smith takes a cast of ‘‘real’’ people and puts 
them to work improvising a lifelike drama. This time the story is 
about juvenile delinquency, and the results are no less impres- 
sive. Following its premiére at Montreal’s World Film Festival, 
Train of Dreams played to general audiences in several Canadian 
theatres, while world distribution rights for the film were pur- 
chased by Cinéma Plus. 


In praising both Smith and the NFB, Globe and Mail critic Jay 
Scott wrote: “Not even the most independent and daring of U.S. 
producers would have been likely to subsidize a film as under- 
stated and responsible in its realism as this one is ... John Smith 
has done it again.”

“But | knew that to be a dominant political figure in Cana- 
da for thirty years, he had to be more thana crackpot who talked 
to his dead mother. ” 


Broadcast by the CBC over three nights in March, The King 
Chronicle drew an average quarter-hour audience of 1,185,000, 
with virtually no variation between the first and last episodes — 
strong ratings for a program with content that rates highly on the 
intellectual scale. Britain's docudrama helped the NFB fill a total 
of 11.5 hours of prime-time scheduling in March alone, a fitting 
finish to a year in which the network’s programming of NFB 
productions rose by 102%. 


The CBC also chose March to broadcast another celebrated NFB 
drama series, Daughters of the Country, a passionate four-part 
Saga devoted to the long and painful history of Métis women in 
western Canada. Produced by Norma Bailey and the NFB’s 
Prairie Studio, the brilliantly executed series has won 14 interna- 
tional awards and raised the profile of the Prairie region film com- 
munity to an unprecedented high. Broadcast initially on pay TV, 
Daughters of the Country has also won marks for realism. In fact, 
the final episode — The Wake — has been incorporated into a 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police training program in Regina on 
the strength of its portrayal of relations between native Indians 
and police. 


In Vancouver, the NFB’s Pacific Studio offered one of the year’s 
most illuminating — and controversial — examinations of the 
Canadian economy with its five-part series, Reckoning. The se- 
ries was broadcast by an ad hoc national network of provincial 
educational stations (TVOntario, Access Alberta, etc.) on the 
heels of last autumn’s stock market crash, an event that ‘lends 
eerie credence to Reckoning’s controversial message,” declared 
Maclean's magazine at the time. As the host of the series, politi- 
cal economist and former New Democratic Party maverick James 
Laxer delivers harsh assessments of the American business cul- 
ture, western Canada’s resource-based economy and industry's 
Jolting shift into technological overdrive. Laxer is a provocative 
Critic, especially when he argues against free trade with the U.S. 
Reckoning presented Canadians with some nourishing and timely 
food forthought. 


Clearly, the NFB’s commitment to its regional studios is yielding 
admirable results. Just as impressive as the quality of the film- 
making is the warm response of regional audiences to the home- 


grown movies. Another strong example from among this year’s 
film crop is the documentary Foster Child, produced by the NFB’s 
North West Studio. Director Gil Cardinal’s search for his real par- 
ents — an expedition that turns up distant cousins, an uncle and 
aunt, and the wife of a brother he never knew — reveals as much 
about native social conditions in Canada and bureaucratic intran- 
sigence as it does about the unsettled psyche of an orphan. ‘‘l felt 
tenuous, disconnected, detached,” Cardinal said. ‘The film is a 
tool for (those) interested in doing what | did and for the people 
who work within the system.” 


Broadcast on CBC in December, Foster Child was praised by 
reviewers for its touching candor. The Alberta and British Colum- 
bia governments are now considering making it a part of social 
work study programs. 
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‘arming communities in rural Saskatchewan and Alberta, 
al screenings of Prairie Women, a documentary about the 
sung heroines of western Canada’s co-operative movement, 
od out as a special event on the year’s social calendar.

Appropriately, the release of these and other new productions — 
such as Studio D’s The Impossible Takes a Little Longer, by Anne 
‘Henderson, and The Legacy of Mary McEwan, by Patricia Watson 
— came during a year when the NFB unveiled its own historic em- 
ployment initiative on behalf of women: the Employment Equity 
Program. Under the program, women will be assured financial 
parity and a 50% share of the Film Board’s technical, creative 
and executive jobs by 1998. Also contributing to the NFB’s role in 


this quiet social revolution is the year-old Women’s Market 
Development Group, a dynamic advisory-liaison body that has 
greatly enhanced the Board’s potential to address the interests of 
Canadian women. 


Similarly commendable efforts are being made to raise aware- 
ness about issues affecting Canada’s growing community of 
senior citizens. The Ontario Studio this year completed the bulk 
of an important series, entitled Over 65, on the problems of home 
care for the elderly. Each of the first two 30-minute segments, 
Mr. Nobody and A House Divided, by Lyn Wright, deals with a 
distinct issue: self-neglect and abuse of the elderly by over- 
stressed caregivers, respectively. 


Nor are the needs of Canadian parents and children being ig- 
nored. In Peep and the Big Wide World, by Kaj Pindal, the Ontario 
Studio provides the answers to children’s basic questions about 
the world, all in a three-part collection of 10-minute animated 
videos. And for a slightly older audience, Hayley’s Home Movie, 
by Gail Singer, offers a touching story of encouragement for chil- 
dren coping with the break-up of their parents’ marriage. This 
mini-drama is one of several in the Finding Our Way series, which 
deals with family-life issues affecting today’s children. 


Educating minors about criminal law has become a particularly 
important responsibility since the Young Offenders Act came into 
effect in 1984, making juveniles more accountable for their 
actions. Trouble with the Law, produced at the Atlantic Studio by 
Paula Fairfield, explains the basics of the juvenile criminal justice 
system through a series of skits performed by Dalhousie Law 
School students. It’s a valuable educational film that responds 
directly to the needs of educators and social workers dealing with 
Canadian youth. 


For its part, the NFB’s multi-media production branch — Studio G 
— is breaking new ground in educational technology with a pilot 
series of interactive classroom videos entitled Perspectives in 
Science. The series grew out of a need for audio-visual materials 
that are compatible with new teaching methods now in effect in 
high-school science curriculums across Canada. Along with basic 
scientific concepts, students are now studying modern technolog- 
ical applications of scientific theory and evaluating the socio- 
environmental impact of these applications. It’s called the STS 
connection: Science-Technology-Society. 


The Perspectives in Science series puts this educational strategy 
to work in three videos that examine the toxic waste problem, 
biotechnology and water conservation. Each video begins with a 
short, open-ended drama followed by an interactive sequence of 
taped interviews with experts, animated clips, experiments and 
graphic illustrations. It’s a lively, effective educational tool with a 
composite format that allows users to pick and choose passages 
according to their own course structures. 


Indeed, one year away from its fiftieth anniversary, the NFB is as 
much a part Canada’s future as it is of its past. More than just a 
movie producer, the Film Board continues to help shape our na- 
tional identity and provide us with a collective sense of direction. 
Simply put, its films convey knowledge. And just as knowledge is 
essential to progress, so is the NFB indispensable to Canadians.

During the filming of Tahani Rached’s Haiti! nous /a! nou Ja! the 
NFB crew found itself in the midst of an attack of heavy gunfire 
and had to flee, temporarily abandoning this documentary on 
Haitian democracy. However, within a month, a film edited from 


the available footage was telecast on Radio Canada’s ‘‘Le Point.” 


Filmed just prior to the first presidential elections after the end of 
the Duvalier regime, the film focusses on the deep involvement o 
the Haitian people and the reign of terror they have lived under. 
“We began to understand what the Haitians are going through: 
they are defenceless in the face of extraordinary violence.” The 
film has doubtless provided Canadians with a greater apprecia-

tion of the situation. This was Tahini Rached’s second film project 


in Haiti; she is anxious to return so she can complete her feature 
film. 
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Also this year, Jacques Godbout finished En dernier recours, a 
documentary on terrorism. This film provokes thought on a new 
kind of warfare, one that recognizes no borders and which is an 
extreme form of political action. The world is no longer simply at 
our doorsteps, it is right in our livingrooms. 


Says Godbout, cited in a Le Devoir interview with Michel Vastel, 
“Terrorism strikes at the least expected moments, for it is the act 
of someone up against the wall. ... but television has turned ter- 
rorism into show business ... And as the show must go on, televi- 
sion crews will keep running from one terrorist attack to another, 
never taking the time to explain what it is all about.’’ Godbout 
himself turns terrorist for the final sequence of the film: the explo- 
sion of acamera. 


L’Américanité once again takes us beyond our borders. Created 
by Eric Michel, this series is a return to the great thematic pro- 
grams, providing an analytical and poetic glance at the values 
and contemporary realities touching Quebecers, who live ina 
North American context. The unique formula for the series began 
with discussion groups, involving five film directors who would 
then set off, each to make his or her own film. Coincidentally, two 
films would be about territorial exploration, while two others 
would be about American writers with French-Canadian 

roots. The fifth film deals with women’s issues 


Jean Chabot’s Voyage en Amérique avec un cheval emprunté is 
oriented along a north-south line ‘‘traversing our progressive 
North Americanization.’’ Its open structure “leaves room for the 
fundamental currents: the anguish of death, the fear of the 
unknown, the desire to live, the eruption of dreams into reality ...” 
Critic Francine Laurendeau of Le Devoir described the film as 
documentary surpassing fiction, and considered this cinemato- 
graphic essay as a very personal one. ‘‘This film has nothing to 
do with the classical documentary, neither with the European 
vision of either an insane or a mythical America ... This is a pes- 
simistic view that ends up with some hope, an impressionistic 
painting, drifting, ... a controlled drifting. On the eve of his son's 
birth, a man traces his origins, his childhood in a disappearing 
world, and even deeper origins on a continental or historical 
scale. ... This is a gentle complaint, a soft yet anguished musing 
on a beautiful text. (‘It’s the blues,’ according to Jean Chabot) ..

‘nother new series, Faits de société, directed by Raymond 
Sauthier, will put our values to the test. These two hour-long 
iocumentaries will provide audiences with a better understand- 
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ing of the major issues confronting Canadians and Quebecers. 
Although these films will be broadcast on national television, they 
are documentary films, not merely television reports. This 
category of film allows more time for research and treats its sub- 
jects within larger perspectives. 


The Regards de femmes program produced the following: 
Jeannine Gagne’s Drdle de fille, on the clown Sonia (Chatouille), 
and Marie Decary’s Ou serez-vous le 31 décembre 1999?, a 
futuristic look at our society. These two films reveal the major 
concerns taken into account when setting up the program: the 
search for identity, interest in the creative woman, and an effort to 
support women, from all walks of life, who are embarking on 
careers in filmmaking. 
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Other women have produced important films within the frame- 
work of the NFB’s French Program Branch. Liette Aubin (La 
Cigogne technologique, a Dziga Vertov award-winning film) 

and Sophie Bissonnette (L'Amour... a quel prix? from the 
L'Americanité collection) talk about the price of being a mother. 
Aubin’s film, dealing with the genetic revolution, demystifies the 
“miracle” of in vitro fertilization. The second film covers the 
phenomenon of the feminization of poverty in America. These two 
Subjects leave no room for indifference. 


‘La Cigogne technologique, a great new documentary, has the 
special quality of looking beyond the apparent success of in vitro 
fertilization. It reflects on the desire to have children, and on the 
advantages and dangers of paraconception on both individual 
and collective levels,” wrote Huguette Roberge in La Presse. It 
arouses a certain nostalgia for the stork of yesteryear. L'Amour... 
a quel prix? is ‘three stories of interrelated lives ... about three 
women who had expected everything from marriage ... and how 
they awoke to an unpleasant reality, ... experiencing poverty and 
solitude.... They emerge from humiliation and dependence to 
regain their autonomy and dignity.’’ (Michel Euvrard, 24 Images) 


Just like L’Ameéricanité and Regards de femmes, the Pour tout dire 
series originated, for the most part, in Quebec and exhibits the 
same concerns about opening up to the world, the same desire to 
break traditional forms. The series offers teachers of French as a 
Second Language short pieces of fiction that will give their stu- 
dents a taste of Québécois culture. The series was prepared by 
Colette Blanchard and Raymond Gauthier and is based on the 
communicative approach recommended by the Council of 
Europe. It won a gold medal at the 30th Annual Awards Competi- 
tion of the International Film and Television Festival in New York, 
and enjoyed a very positive reception throughout Canada. 
Modules 1 and 2, directed by Robert Favreau, are accompanied 
by French and English teachers’ guides. 


Other productions this year dealt with topics popular in the NFB's 
French Program Branch: subjects and questions of worldwide in- 
terest. Maurice Bulbulian’s film L’Art de tourner en rond (Dancing 
Around the Table) is about the claims of native peoples as ex- 
pressed during the last four constitutional conferences. Charade 
Chinoise, by Jacques Leduc, is a film about social commitment 
that offers observations on young people. Nos derniers jours... a 
Moscou (Our Last Days ... In Moscow), by Martin Duckworth, and 
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Carnets du Maroc II - Au sujet du roi, b by Jacq 
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Avant-garde ideas have long been associated with the French 
rogram’s animation studio: the Animatique. Aside from its tech- 
ological achievements, the Animatique continues to explore 
\ow the computer can simplify and improve the work of anima- 
lors, as well as reduce filmmaking costs. 


For several years now we have been treated to the innovative 
work of Pierre Hébert, who this year broke with traditional forms 
and integrated animation into different kinds of shows. He creat- 
ad cinematographic sets for The Technology of Tears, 
choreographed by the Rosalind Newman Dancers of New York. 
“is work won the prestigious Bessie award at the New York Per- 
formance Awards in the category of scenery and lighting. As well, 
Hebert created Mutation Spectacles, with Michel Lemieux, 
presented in Calgary during the Winter Olympic Games and 
presently on an international tour. 


Hebert’s most daring undertaking, a unique one, was the creation 
of animated clips drawn directly on film before a live audience 
during the cinema-music production Adieu Léonard, put on at the 
Viontreal Museum of Fine Arts during an exhibition entitled 
Leonard de Vinci, ingénieur et architecte. 


Through its Films d’auteurs program, the animation studio has 
become a centre of research and experimentation, continually 
producing high-quality work. Of the fifteen films in production 
over the last two years, three were completed this year. Charles et 
Francois (Charles and Francois), by Co Hoedman, tastefully deals 
with the subject of euthanasia among the old, using paper cut- 
outs to tell a story with unique stylistic and technical approaches. 
Tocade, by Michel Murray, creates optical illusions on a rather 
complex subject, and Les déracinés (Of Lives Uprooted), by Pierre 
Marier, tells of the horrors of war through drawings by refugee 
children from Central America. The three represent different 
styles of animation artistry. 


The animation studio, through the AnimaFéte, will present its an- 
nual production output in the fall in Montreal, and in the spring in 
different regions. The productions will then be packaged in video 
format (L’AnimaFéte ’87). 


L’Homme de papier (Moving Picture) by Jacques Giraldeau, 
launched last year, was promoted at the Annecy Festival, as well 
as at the Musée de La Villette in Paris, and is now touring Que- 
bec. Le Manuel de I’Homme de papier (an initiation kit for film 
animation), which was awarded the Gutenberg Prize, is being 
commercially distributed across Canada and France. 


The creativity of the French Program extended beyond Quebec’s 
borders. It was in Toronto that the NFB French Program outside 
of Quebec focussed most of its activities. The co-production of 
Transit 30-50, a series of thirteen half-hour films on the generation 
of 30- to 50-year-olds was telecast on TVOntario during prime 
time.

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Each year the Services Division plays a critical role in producing 
and distributing over 150 new Film Board titles. Taken as a whole, 
with its Distribution and Research and Development components, 
the Division constitutes Canada’s most advanced film resource 
centre. By examining its separate sections one begins to realize 
why the NFB is the only Canadian studio capable of producing a 
movie from script through final release print. 


SOUND AND PROJECTION — The quality of any film soundtrack 
is determined by two basic variables: equipment and technicians. 
Among Canadian producers, the NFB clearly excels in both 
areas. Sound mixers Hans Peter Strobl and Adrian Croll received 
this year’s Genie award for Best Overall Sound for Un Zoo la nuit 
(Night Zoo), by Jean-Claude Lauzon, the first production to 
benefit from the department’s new optical stereo sound camera. 
The NFB’s acquisition of the Nuoptix camera makes it the only fa- 
cility in Canada able to transfer soundtracks from magnetic film to 
35 mm Dolby stereo optical tracks. Several producers from out- 
side the Film Board have already made use of the equipment, 
thus avoiding the costly process of ordering transfers in Europe 
orthe U.S. 


The more recent purchase of a Soundmaster editing and syn- 
chronizing system from Master's Workshop in Toronto promises 
to accelerate the process of recording music and postsync sound 
effects for film. The system passed its first major test during the 
foley and music recording for the King Chronicle series by Donald 
Brittain. At one recording session, 27 musicians were present in 
the studio, a rarity in the age of synthesizers. 


Leadhand projectionist Richard Millette trained a group of sum- 
mer students to operate the dual, 35 mm projection system in- 
stalled for a special three-month run of Transitions in Montreal's 
Old Port. A temporary theatre was built for screenings of Colin 
Low's 3-D masterpiece, a project that paved the way for the con- 
struction of a permanent Imax theatre on the site. 


VISUAL EFFECTS, LABORATORY AND VIDEO SERVICES — 
When it comes to measuring the NFB’s annual performance, the 
sheer volume of film printed by the Board’s laboratory always 
serves as an important yardstick. In 1987-1988, the laboratory 
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processed close to 20 million feet of celluloid — 12,914,450 for 
new productions and 6,193,686 for distribution. 


Visual Effects, under the direction of René Villeneuve, also kept 
stride with the ever-pressing demand for optical effects, titling 
and language subtitling, as well as various other graphic compo- 
nents of NFB productions. Marc André Forcier tested the depart-

sequence. ‘Animation is very expensive, and this is one way of 
making it more cost effective,” notes assistant R&D director Eddy 
Zwaneveld. ‘We're not trying to make a cameraperson out of an 
animator. We simply provided a tool for working more 
effectively.” 


One Canadian firm has already expressed interest in marketing 
the software program worldwide. Market response to the Motion 
Master should become evident in the coming months. Another 
project that has aroused plenty of interest is R&D’s Interactive 
Video Workstation, otherwise known as Cleopatra. Designed for 
authors and editors of training and educational films, the work- 
station simplifies the process of organizing the wide variety of 
materials used in interactive videos. Users are able to enter their 
selection of photographs, slides, graphics, film footage and 
recordings for the video into a computer system that codes the in- 
dividual segments and displays sample frames on command. 


“It enables a filmmaker to visually manipulate materials, then 
systematically organize a rough draft of their production,” states 
Zwaneveld. ‘‘We wanted to get away from the traditional logging 
method for editing, and develop a faster retrieval method.’ The 
workstation creates finished productions on videodiscs, and, 
when used in educational environments, it can record student 
responses from linked terminals. R&D is now considering the 
technology as a potential tool for storing visual samples of stock 
shots from the NFB’s film library. 


Several more projects are at various stages of completion, includ- 
ing an automated ‘‘motion control”’ system for the Worrall camera 
head. This invention makes it possible to program the camera to 
perform a moving shot, or to repeat the exact movements of a lo- 
cation scene filmed manually. The system will be extremely valu- 
able to camerapeople filming special effects — especially where 
miniatures are involved — or background scenes for productions 
where animated characters are superimposed onto conventional 
settings. 


DISTRIBUTION SERVICES — One of Distribution Services's 
most important projects in recent years has been the organization 
of a computerized database on Canadian audio-visual materials, 
FORMAT. The information bank is now recognized as the most 
thorough index of its kind. This year the NFB signed a contract 
with a major Canadian database vendor, QL Systems Ltd., allow- 
ing the company to provide direct on-line access to FORMAT for 
external organizations like libraries, media centres and govern- 
ment agencies. 
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Indeed, electronic access to library materials is rapidly opening 
the NFB’s rich collection of films to a wider field of users. In keep- 
ing with the trend, Distribution Services recently replaced the 
card-indexing format for its stock-shot collection with a computer- 
ized system that greatly accelerates the research process. At the 
same time, the department initiated the development of an inter- 
national information bank — Rapidoc — designed to provide a 
dynamic database for all internal research, administrative and 
planning documents. 


Distribution Services’s principal mandate is to assure that the 
Canadian public has access to audio-visual products produced 
and distributed by the NFB. This service takes shape in the 24 
Canadian cities where NFB libraries are located. During fiscal 
year 1987-1988, this network circulated 375,688 films and videos. 
Most libraries also maintain extensive 16 mm collections, and 
while film circulation declined in 1987-1988, NFB clients did 
borrow a total of 310,024 films from libraries. 


Meanwhile, the shifting emphasis to third-party distribution of 
NFB productions is reshaping the national booking network Film 
Board libraries in Regina and Prince George closed this year in 
favor of contracts with public libraries. In fact, close to 240 public 
libraries are now stocking NFB video collections. As a result, 
95,754 reservations were made through third-party deposits in 
1987-1988, which is double the previous year's number.

Revenues from production of films and other forms of visual presentation are accounted for 
at an amount equal to the sponsored production costs during the year in which these costs 
are incurred. Any profit is recognized in the year the production is completed. 


Film Prints 


The cost of prints made for sale purposes is recorded as inventories. The cost of other prints 
is expensed on a current basis. 


Inventories 


Productions in progress are carried at the cumulative amount of costs incurred for each 
production exceeding advances invoiced, up to the amount of the sponsored unbilled 
balance. On the other hand, any cumulative excess of advances invoiced over costs in- 
Curred is recorded as advances on productions. 


Materials and supplies are carried at the average costs. 


Film prints and other forms of visual presentation held for sale are carried at the lower of the 
average direct cost of production and net realizable value. 


Fixed assets 


Technical equipment, data processing equipment, office equipment and furniture and rol- 
ling stock are carried at cost. Depreciation is calculated on the straight-line method over the 
estimated useful lives of the assets, generally 3 to 20 years. 


Leasehold improvements are charged to operations as incurred. 


The Board enters into agreements to acquire the exclusive use of certain fixed assets 
through leasing arrangements. Rentals are charged to operations in the year to which they 


apply. 


Employee termination benefits 

On termination of employment, employees of the Board are entitled to certain benefits 
provided for under their collective agreements and their conditions of employment. The cost 
of these benefits is expensed in the year in which they are earned. 


Pension plan 

All employees participate in the superannuation plan administered by the Government of 
Canada. The employees and the Board contribute equally to the cost of the plan. This contri- 
bution represents the total liability of the Board. Contributions in respect of current service 
and admissible past service are expensed during the year in which payments are made. The 
terms of payment for past service are set by the applicable purchase conditions in effect, 
generally over the number of years of service remaining prior to retirement.
